Warship making a stop 
in Port Colborne

HALIFAX — Port Colborne resi¬ 
dents will have a chance to tour a 
Royal Canadian Navy mechanical 
minesweeper next week when it 
docks in the city. 

The HMCS Glace Bay will be in 
Port Colborne, docked on West St. at 
the end of Sugarloaf St., at 10 a.m. on 
Firday, July 12, and be open for tours 
on Saturday, July 13 from 10 a.m to 
5 p.m. 

According to the navy’s website, 

HMCS Glace Bay is the second of the 
Kingston class vessels, which were 
designed with a minesweeping role 
in mind. The vessels are also known 
as Maritime Coastal Defense Vessels 
and were built and launched from 
the mid to late 1990s. 

“They are crewed entirely by 
members of the Naval Reserve, with 
the exception of two Regular Force 
technicians per crew. They were 
designed to be multi-role, multi-pur-

LAXATIVES AND CONSTIPATION 

Very rarely does a day go by where there isn’t a question about constipation from a 
patient stopping by the pharmacy. Most patients want to know what they should take that is 
available without a prescription. 

Constipation is a symptom that occurs when waste moves too slowly through the body, 
resulting in stool that is dry and hard. This often makes it difficult and painful to pass. 

Some medications such as antidepressants, water pills, and certain pain killers (such 
as Oxycontin and Codeine) may cause constipation. 

The frequency of bowel movements varies from person to person, from as little as 
twice a week to a couple of times a day, and is affected by diet, medications, and exercise. 

If you are having trouble going to the washroom, the first thing a pharmacist will 
usually recommend is increasing the amount of fibre in the diet by eating whole grains, fruits 
and vegetables. In addition, drinking at least 8 glasses of water will minimize constipation. 

If these suggestions do not work, there are several options available to you. 

For short-term treatment of constipation, (if you haven’t been to the washroom in 
several days), a saline laxative such as Milk of Magnesia can be tried. Alternatively glycerin 
suppositories work quite well. If symptoms still do not resolve you could consider an enema 
with the advice of your physician. 

Stimulant laxatives such as Dulcolax and Senokot can also be used to maintain 
regularity. If you are on long term narcotic therapy you may need to take these types of 
medications as long as you are taking the narcotics. 

For long-term treatment of constipation, bulk-forming agents such as Metamucil or 
Prodiem Plain can be used. These bulk-forming agents increase the stool weight, allowing 
the stool to pass through the body faster and cause more frequent bowel movements. These 
agents typically take about 12-72 hours to take effect and are usually safe to use for long 
periods of time. When taking bulk-forming agents, it is recommended to drink lots of fluid. 

For young children there are a few options. For immediate relief a pediatric glycerin 
suppository can be tried. For chronic long term management PEG 3350 is often prescribed, 
or is available over-the-counter as LAX-A-Day. You should consult your family doctor 
however if you want to try an oral medication for a child suffering from chronic constipation. 

If you are not having trouble going to the washroom, but you find the stool to be too 
hard and painful to pass, the pharmacist may recommend a stool softener such as Colace 
(docusate sodium) that will soften the stool for increased comfort. 

Before deciding on a therapy, talk to a pharmacist and they can help you decide on a 
treatment that is right for you.

Wainfleet to get first cenotaph 


WAINFLEET - A cenotaph 
to honour people who gave 
their lives for Canada has been 
given the go-ahead by Wainfleet 
coundL 

It will be the first-ever ceno¬ 
taph in the township. It is still 
undergoing final design, includ¬ 
ing landscaping and would be 
placed between the fire hall and 
township halL 

Council last week recognized 
a new cenotaph committee, 
approved the building of the 
cenotaph and granted the land 
where it will be built and will 
instal a fundraising thermom¬ 
eter on site until the cenotaph 
is ready for construction. The 
township will be responsible for 
ownership and upkeep. 

The committee’s Doug 
Wilford said the idea of a ceno¬ 
taph, which will be in both 
English and French, has been 
kicked around Wainfleet for 
years. The most recent proposal 
was made in 2007 at a cost of 
$186,000, which put the project 
on the back burner 

“We do not have a final 


price tag but based on current 
estimates the maximum price 
would be about $60,000 versus 
the minimum of $40,000," he 
told aldermen. 

Asked if he was seeking 
money from the township, 
Wilford said he wouldn’t turn it 
down. 

“We hope to receive govern¬ 
ment funding but we won't 
know until we submit our 
proposal.” 

The proposal will go the 
Community War Memorial 
Program, which runs through 
Veteran Affairs Canada until 
March 31,2015, and which may 
provide financial assistance to 
1 of 50% of the total

Wind corporation announces $9.2M fund

WEST LINCOLN - A foun¬ 
dation will be set up to take 
care of a $9.2-million com¬ 
munity vibrancy fund in West 
Lincoln, the chair and CEO of 
Niagara Region Wind Corp. 
announced last week. 

Mervin Croghan made 
the announcement on the 
property of Brian and Alice 
Heaslip, who signed up to 


have wind turbines installed 
on their land, if and when 
NRWC’s proposed 80-turbine 
wind project is approved. 

Other landowners who 
worked with NRWC were also 
in the crowd and Croghan 
acknowledged them and their 
contributions. 

“Many people here are 
folks that signed up ... for 
them it was crucial to work 
together to give back to the 
entire community. They 


worked hard to make sure the 
entire community benefitted. 
Without the landowners, this 
would not have happened.” 

Croghan called them 
visionaries and told them not 
to let people tell them any 
different. 

The vibrancy fund, which 
had been turned down by 
West Lincoln council, will 
be an independent body 
comprising between 11 and 
15 residents and will be 


called the Niagara Region 
Community Vibrancy Fund 
Foundation for the Township 
of West Lincoln. 

"It will oversee the distribu¬ 
tion of funds over the 20-year 
lifecycle of the project.” 

Non-profit groups, com¬ 
munity associations, local 
groups and organizations 
that provide social services, 
sports and recreation, edu¬ 
cation, training and environ¬ 
mental protection, among 


others, will be the recipients 
of the funds handed out by 
the foundation. 

NRWC spokeswoman 
Randi Rahamim said the $9.2 
million over 20 years amounts 
to $465,000 a year. 

She said the amount of 
money for the vibrancy fund 
was based on a formula in 
relation to the number of wind 
turbines and the megawatts of 
power they will produce. 

NRWC has applied to 


have up to 80 wind turbines 
installed in West Lincoln, 
Haldimand and Wainfleet, 
though it only needs 77, said 
Rahamim. Of those turbines, 
40 would go in West Lincoln, 
30 in Haldimand and seven 
in Wainfleet. 

Wainfleet, like West 
Lincoln, has declared itself 
as an unwilling host for wind 
turbines.
